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It seems that some of our lights 
have heard the saying that ‘a car- 
riage and pair can be driven 
through any act of parliament,”

Should this, their theory, 
prove correct, it is very obvious 
that the sooner section 102 is 
struck out or greatly amended the 
better. Such scheming and shuf- 
fling is paltry in the extreme, but 
the “almighty dollar’ sometimes 
instigates the dullest of concep- 
tions to act strange and varied. 
Section 102, however, is very 
stringent, andis as follows, viz : 
“A trustee is not permitted to have 
any interest, directly or indirectly, 
in school contracts. Should a trus- 
tee receive money from the district 
for work performed, he becomes 
disqualified under the provisions 
of this same section.” I have no 
faith in points of law or ordinances 
being translated by locals. Pro- 
bably they think they know, but 
their thinking that such a thing 
should be so because they want it, | 
has no weight, and generally lands 
the demonstrator and his clients 
eventually to the conelusion that a 
little knowledge is a dangerous 
thing.
